The new Vice-President, in the 
opinion of certain Senators, must 
be taught his place and myst be 
punished for the unprecedented, 
blunt and forceful fashion in which 
he called them to account yester- 
day for what he helg to be their 
futile methods in the transaction 
of public business. Therefore it 
was that Senator Ashurst was 
gravely concerned at the noon 
session, concerned in a most dig- 
nified and austere manner, over 
the sins of the Vice-President in 
violating precedent by cutting 
short the ceremony of swearing 
in new members. He it “un- 
seemly and unkindly.” And later, 
at the 2 o'clock session, Senator 
Reed. who would have made a 
magnificent tragedian of the 
Booth and Barrett school, set out 
to show the new Vice-President 
how a member of this august body 
should behave. 

Senator Reed apparently was 
shocked that the proper proce- 
dure had not been followed by 
the new nators in signing the 
oath of office because of the Vice-

‘This nomination was submitted, 


together with that of Harry 8. New to succeed himself as Postmaster- 


General. 

Mr. New was confirmed imme- 
diately, but Mr. Waren's nomina- 
tion was referred to the judiciary 
Committee, which ordered a favor- 
able report at the last session, but 
on which the Senate failed to take 


action. 


Before these nominations were 
sent to the Senate, two new Cab- 
inet officers, recently confirmed, 
took the oath of office—Frank B. 
| Kellogg as Secretary of State, and 
William M. Jardine as Secretary 
of Agriculture. 

Because the law requires the 
Postmaster-General be appointed 
for a specific term, Mr. Coolidge 
renominated him, but took the po- 
sition the renomination of the 
other Cabinet officers was unnec- 
essary. 


Mr. Coolidge also did not re- 


bina to the Senate the nomination 


of Thomas F. Woodlock of New 
York to be a member of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. Be- 
cause of the pronounced eoppesi- 
tion in the Senate to confirmation 
it is understood the Executive is 
considering the selection of some- 
one else for the place. 

Aside from these nominations, 
Mr. Coolidge has yet to send to 
the Senate the name of a succes- 
sor to Brig.-Gen. William Mitchell, 
assistant chief of the Army Air 
Service, and of an-assistant Secre- 
tary of Agriculture.

The Alameda Senator declared 
certain newspapers had attempted 
to create the false impression that 
he was trying to destroy the initi- 
ative law, whereas the facts were 
contrary, he declared, for by giving 
the Legislature power to amend an 
initiated act, there would be many 
cases where the law voted by the 
people would be strengthened and 
most of the changes would be of a 
technical nature, often correcting 
loosely-drawn measures to make 
them constitutional.

Elimination of the Pacific Blec- 
tric drawbridge, between Wilming- 
ton and San Pedro, is one of four 
plans proposed by Harbor Engi- 


neer George F. Nicholson, as a 
solution of the unified terminal 


rail problem at the harbor. The 
plans were submitted to the Har- 
bor Commission Wednesday and 
opinions will. be sought from Los 
Angeles, San Pedro and Wilming- 
ton chambers of commerce, from 
the Committee of Two Hundred, 
and from Gen. Lansing H. Beach 
consulting engineer for the harbor. 

Expenditures ranging from $1 - 
217,000 and $1.939,000 are involved 
in the plans laid before the board, 
which regemble those laid down 
by the greater basbor Committee. 
They are: 

Blimination of the drawbridge. 
The bridge is said to have been 
up twenty-two times one day, in- 
terfering with raikgtraffic. and the 
latter thereby delayed ships’ pass- 
age as well. 

Crossover _at the. west slip of 
West Basin of a trestle. 

Route either along the present 
highway, through the . Burkhart 
property or along A street in Wik 
mington and thence into Sar 
Pedro. 

Sixty-foot right of way for four 
tracks—double‘track to be con- 
structed at present; 33-foot way 
in the more congested district ‘In 
San Pedro.

Definite recommendation that mo- 
tor vehicles be taxed so es to in- 
crease the present revenues for 
State highway construction and 
maintenance at least $10,000,000 a 
year is made in the completed ma- 
jority report of the highway com- 
mittee of nine, which will be filed 
in printed formewith the Legisia- 
ture tomorrow morning. The com- 
mittee also recommends a bond is- 
sue of $25,000,000 to provide funds 
for the construction of bridges and 
the elimination of dangerous rail- 
road. ‘grade crossings. Features of 
the preliminary report of the com- 
mittee were made public some 
time ago. ~ 

The committee would supple- 
ment the present revenues for con- 
struction purposes by adding 1 cent 
to the 2 cents per gallon motor- 
vehicle gasoline tax and by in- 
creating the motor-vehicle regis- 
tration license fee from $8 to $5 
per year. This added tax, the re- 
port declares, would make the mo- 
tor-vehicle taxes in the State 38.5

“WASHINGTON, March 5.—Ap- 
plication was made today to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
on behalf of the Western Pacific 
and the Santa Fe railroads for the 
right to purchase the belt line rall- 
road in Alameda, Cal., from the 
city of Alameda.

GARRISON LETTER 


After several previous unsuccess- 
ful attempts the defense today 
succeeded in introducing a letter 
fron: Lindley M. Garrison, Secre- 
tary of War in the Wilson Cabi- 
net, to Bradley W. Palmer, another 
one of A. Mitchell Palmer's aides. 
In the letter, dated March 27, 1918, 
Garrison mentioned $7,000.000 as

@uxiliary schooner Zeehond. As- 


sistant State's Attorney Howard 
Osterhout, who tried the case, said 
that the decision establishes for 
the first tinmie the government's 
tight to sei®e another nation’s ves- 
gel outside the twelve-mile limit. 

Retention by the Federal au- 
thorities of one of the most valu- 
able cargoes of liquor ever seized 
on a rum boat is the immediate 
result of Judge Garvin's ruling. 
When the Coast Guard cutter Semi- 
nole, in command of Capt. Phillip 
H. Scott, captured the Zeehond on 


December 7, 1923, a short distance 
off Fire Is'and, 2180 cases of wine 
and champagne valued at about 
$200,000 were found on board.

A mass of circumstantial! evi-

against McGovern and Johnson. | 

McMahon, otherwise known as 
Byrnes and Patterson, was fo 
murdered Sunday afternoon in a 
field near Old Town. Speedy work 
on the part of city detectives, who 
sterted with laundry marks as 
clews, brought about the arrest of 
Johnson and McGovern in a house 
in the Burlingame district, recent- 
ly purchased by Johnson. Both 
men, who came here some time 
ago from Chicago, admitted know- 
Ing the dead man, but denied any 
knowledge of how he came to his 
death.

Studebaker President Predicts Larger Sales in 1925; 
Past Year Highly Competitive

The Southwest, including Cali-

ton during the 1924-25 season, 
28,900 bales more than the: gov- 
ernment estimate of 229,000 bales, 
made on November 21, 1924. This
